THE Arkansas Gazette, continuing its editorial fight against 
1 Huey P. Long, says the Louisiana "kingfish" has poor 
reason to point an accusing finger at President Roosevelt 
because the federal debt has increased from 19 billions under 
Hoover to 29 billions today. 
The Louisiana state debt, says 


the Gazette, has jumped from 14 millions in 1927, the year 
before Long was elected governor, to 142 millions in 1935. 


$ These arc impressive figures—but I 


doubt if Ihey will do Long much 
damage where damage to Long can 
be done, which is in Louisiana. 


The test of a people's capacity for 


self-government is not the ability of 
newspapers to produce the figures on 
the cost of government—but the abil- 
ity of the people to understand the 
figures when they see them. 


Seventeen daily newspapers pound- 


ing Huey Long for the last eight years, 
with the "kinpfish" stronger now than 
before, argues that something is radi- 
cally wrong in Louisiana—wrong with 
the newspapers and the politicians and 
the people too. 


Arguments don't avail much in a 


crisis where the civil leader of a free 
people has to walk around with arm- 
ed guards, assaulting photographers 
and reporters, and living in deadly 
fear of assassination.

Returns are required of every sin- 


i gle person who for the year 1934 had 
a gross income of $5.000 or more or a 
net income of $1,000 or more and of 
every husband and 
life living 


gether who for the year 1S34 had an 
aggregate gross income of $5.000 or 
more or an aggregate net income of 
$2.500 or more. Widowers, widows, 
divorcees, and married persons sepa- 
rated by mutual consent are classed 
as single persons. The personal ex- 
emptions are $1,000 for single persons 
and §2,500 for married persons living 
together and for heads of families. 


Husband and wife living together 


may make separate returns of the in- 
come of each, or other income may be 
included in a single joint return. If 
separate returns are filed, one may 
not report income which belongs to 
the other, but must report only 
income which actually belongs to him. 
If a joint return is filed, such return 
is treated as a taxable unit, and the 
income disclosed is subject to both 
the normal tax and the surtax. 


Husband and wife may elect each 


year whether to file a joint return or

Of particular significance are those 


investigations which deal with secre- 
tions of the glands, such as adrenalin 
and pituitrin. There is good evidence 
that both of these substances can 


, raise the blood pressure. 


Of late, studies have been made of 


the part played by the nervous sys- 
tefa in causing high blood pressure. 
Many persons with high blood pres- 
sure have increased pressure under 
emotional strain. 


High blood pressure also may be 


, induced by changes in the kidney 


and genito-unnary system, but this 
is not fully understood. 


Relationship between infections and 


sensitivities and high blood pressure 
;has also been the subject of investiga- 
tion, because there seem to be certain 
cases in which these factors play a 
part. Certainly, however, they are 
not responsible for the vast majority 
of cases. 


Of great significance are hereditary 


.factors; because a family history of 
blood vessel disease has been found 
in 6!? per cent of a group of such pa- 
tients. 


The result of all these investigations 


is an indication of the fact that high 
blood pressure, as it commonly oc- 
curs in people past middle age, is a 
•condition brought about by many dif- 
ferent causes 


We are learning a great deal about 


the way in which the blood vessels 
work, and about relationships between 
circulation and organs of the body. 
These1 facts show necessity to clear 
up, case?, regulate hygiene of the 
body, and in other ways bring about 
an approach to normality, to obtain 
relief for most patients.

Parker replied it was better for a 
ommunity if many persons spent u 
ollar u day than if a few spent larg- 
r sums. Parker disagreed with a sug- 
estion thai bookmakers constituted 
10 chief evil, saying there now were 
n estimated 200 "bookies" in Dallas 
vhereus only 35 existed there before 
epalized belling. He charged that a 
warm of undesirable persons had in- 
adcd Texas as aresult of legalized 
ambling. 
A Dallas finance company had acl- 
isecl him. Parker said, that collec- 
wns fell off sharply after each race 
neet. He quoted an employer as say- 
ng he had discharged 20 employes bc- 
ause they were so occupied with bei- 
ng they would not wail on custom- 


take, in a nation which has twelve 
times as many automobiles as the 
world average. Perhaps we are al-- 
ready too well off on the score of 
automobiles and radios. 


But we are not too well off In the 


matter of education. 


Education is all that protects us 


from losing our civil rights and pass- 
ng under the rule of a dictator, with 
the power to clothe his friends with 
riches and to put his enemies in jail.

It's a pleasant gamble, perhaps. But

out of bankruptcy. We need to im-- 
prove' the teachers' morale with de-- 
cent salaries; and we need free text- 
books for the poorer class of young- 
sters, to whom the purchase of text- 
books is equivalent to charging tui- 
tion. 


That's why this newspaper is fight- 


ing for such taxes as are necessary.

The public schools of Arkansas must 


be improved.
